ATTEMPTS TO COMPARE RATIOS of costs, 
expenses and profits to sales for publishers 
have rarely produced very satisfactory 
esults, whether the comparisons were 
between different publishers or between 

ferent periods for the same publisher. 
\s between different publishers, a part of 
the difhculty has been due to variations in 
the classification of accounts, but the most 
mportant factor, both between publishers 
ind between periods for the same publisher, 
the almost invariable distortion 

ratios due to the inclusion in certain 

ounts of extraneous elements which 
sulted in the concealment rather than 
the disclosure of essential facts. 

The attached pro-forma profit and_ loss 
statement illustrates the separation of ele- 
ments which is important for statistical

inary elements of income and expense 
which may, and frequently do, occur in the 
dusiness of any book publisher, but the

Sales 

This should include only the regular 
sales of books through the ordinary trade 
channels. It should not include transpor- 
tation charges billed to customers (which 
should be used to reduce the shipping ex- 
pense), royalties earned on reprints, syndi- 
cate rights, etc., the proceeds from sales of 
remainders, special sales of sheets, ete. 


Paper, Printing and Binding Cost 

This should include only the paper, 
printing and binding cost of the books sold 
through regular trade channels, it being 
important to avoid the inclusion in_ this 
item of any plate costs. “he cost of review 
copies should not be charged to this ac- 
count, but to Selling Expense. The cost 
of special sales of sheets, books remain- 
dered, etc., should also be eliminated from 
this item and charged against the income 
arising therefrom, appearing on the state- 
ment in the section “Adjustments to Oper- 
ating Profit.’ Markdowns of inventory 
values of obsolete or slow moving. stock 
should also be shown separately as indi- 
cated. 

Royalties 

The royalties included here should be 
only those earned on sales of books through 
regular trade channels. Payments to au- 
thors out of reprint and syndicate royalties 
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on special sales of sheets, etc., and the 
write-off of unearned advances to authors 
should be charged as indicated in the sec- 
tion “Adjustments to Operating Profit.”’ 


Plate Depreciation 

[Due to varying methods of writing off 
plate costs in vogue among different pub- 
lishers and the variations in the relative 
amount of such expenditures due to the 
kind of books and the number of new titles 
published, comparisons of this item usually 
mean little anyway unless supported by 
comparative studies of the number and kind 
otf books published in each period and the 
policy adopted in amortizing the plate costs 
thereof. It is most important, however, 
that this charge be separated from the other 
cost elements in order to avoid their dis- 
tortion. 


Operating Expenses 
‘The several groups under this head 
should represent the “‘normal’’ expenses of 
operating the business, but not extraordi- 
nary losses or those items which, because 


of their greatly fluctuating importance, 
should be shown separately in order that 
their effect upon final profits may be 


clearly evident. The selling expense should 
include the cost of review copies, and the 
shipping expense should be reduced by the 
amount of transportation charges billed to 
customers. 

In practice detailed schedules of the 
important items making up the totals in 
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this section should be available in ordey 
that increases or decreases in the expense 
totals may be investigated, their causes de. 
termined and any necessary measures takey 
to correct extravagance. 
Adjustments to Operating Profit 

These items include extraordinary profits 
and losses or highly fluctuating elements o; 
expense which are too frequently buried oy 
the average profit and loss statement ani 
which not only cause many of the ratio 
distortions but which should be shown up 
clearly so that their effect upon the profits 
may be brought forcibly to the attention 
of the management. 


Non-Operating Items 

Under this head is shown the income 
and expense from interest, life insurance 
premiums and any other items which repre- 
sent the use or protection of capital rather 
than the ordinary operations of the busi- 
ness. 

Conclusion 
If the operations of the publisher are set 


-up according to the general principles out 


lined, the percentages can be studied and 
compared fairly and a great deal more use- 
ful information will be available than has 
been the case in the great majority of such 
statements which have come to the writers 
attention. There is nothing difficult o1 
burdensome in the suggested classification 
of the operating accounts or the prepara- 
tion of statements in the form outlined.

Booksellers to the Main Line 


bE. S. McCawley’s New Suburban Bookshop Caters to One o] 
America’s Most Exclusive Suburbs 


A FAVORITE sTORY among Philadelphians 
concerns the debutante who was being pre- 
sented at the Court of St. James’s. The 
Queen graciously asked her, “And where, 
my dear, are you from?” To which the 
embarrassed bud replied, ‘““Why, er, Your 
Majesty, from the Main Line!” 

The “Main Line,” a twenty-mile stretch 
of suburban communities all more or less 
connected, along the main line, to the 
West, of the Pennsylvania Railroad, is per- 
haps the most nearly unified group of sub- 
urbs in the country. Residents always say 
they live “on the Main Line” rather than 
in Ardmore, Haverford, Bryn Mawr, St. 
David's, or any other of the towns in the 
group. ‘The section is filled with beautiful 
homes (it is known as one of the country’s 
richest suburbs) and is rich in_ historical 
interest. Its residents are cultured, well- 


informed, gracious. In fact, it’s an id 
location for a personal bookshop. 

Up until eleven years ago there was 0 
bookshop on the Main Line. The idea 0! 
a suburban bookshop was fairly new 
that time, but in 1921 E. S. McCawle' 
who had been retired from active duty 
a Lieutenent Commander in the Nav3 
1920, following a serious illness and oper 
tion during the war, started a bookshop 
with his wife in the cellar of their hom 
in Haverford. It was known as Thi 
Book Room in the Cellar and was begu! 
on a capital of six hundred dollars, mot 
as a hobby than as a serious commercl 
venture. t 


But it was popular from 
start, and though the idea of making book: 
selling a fulltime occupation had not “| 
first occured to either of the owners ") 
soon became apparent that they were 1 
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ing a very special need of the community. 

By 1923 the business had quite out- 
grown its cellar home, so a partnership was 
formed with Mr. and Mrs. McCawley 
as active partners, and a member of the 
family and a friend in the background, and 
the shop was moved to a suitable building 
near the railroad station, where it was 
handy both to residents and to those who 
rode daily to and from Philadelphia on 
the “Paoli Local” which has been immor- 
talized by Christopher Morley. FE. S. Mc- 
Cawley & Co. is still in business in this 
shop, a stone’s throw from the beautiful 
campus of Mr. Morley’s Alma Mater, 
Haverford College. Main Line residents 
found it more and more convenient to do 
their shopping locally, the shop was made 
the oficial bookstore of the College, and 
business increased gradually and healthily. 
Helen Gifford, an assistant from the 
cellar days, was admitted as a partner, and 
‘1 1928 the partnership was dissolved and 
the business incorporated with the person: 
nel remaining the same. 

As the community grew commercially, a 
smart shopping section, taking in 
two blocks on Montgomery Ave- 
nue, Ardmore, came into being. 
Strawbridge and Clothier was the 
tirst department store to move 
into the country and immediately 
became a great success. Dress 
and decorators’ shops, groceries, 
‘tc, sprang up beside it, and 
when during the summer of 1931 
an eight story office building was 
opposite the department 
store and E. S$. McCawley & Co. 
was oftered the first shop on the 
ground floor, the bookshop jumped 
at the chance. Louise Sinnickson, 
a cousin of Mr. and Mrs. Mce- 
Cawley and a member of the firm, 
was made manager, and the shop 
Was opened October 1, 1931. 
| his Ardmore branch is one of 
te most modern bookshops in the 
country, Customers approaching 
it see a large display window with 
alow rear partition which allows 
a clear view of the interior of the

_ As they enter the shop 
vty are at once impressed with 
'S_ spaciousness and its lightness. 
The room itself is not huge, 
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but the arrangement of shelves and tables 
and the decorating scheme make it seem 
much larger than it really is. The walls 
are made of a light brown composition 
board and the fixtures of gumwood, a sin- 
gularly happy combination. ‘The shelves, 
which reach two-thirds of the way to the 
ceiling, are easily accessible and so well 
lighted that the jackets of the books they 
carry stand out like posters. ‘The light 
comes from very modern fixtures in the 
ceiling and reaches every corner of the 
room. Occasional tables carry the most 
recent and most popular stock which can 
be examined at leisure from any one of 
the comfortble chairs or the davenport in 
the center of the room. Prints and etch- 
ings on the walls complete the decorative 
scheme. 

‘The shelves merit particular attention. 
Tiers of built-in shelving reach from a 
ledge about three feet off the floor two- 
thirds of the way to the ceiling. Below 
the ledge in each tier are three racks, each 
of which will accommodate five single vol- 
umes, face out, giving an enormous amount

Easy chairs invite leisurely inspection of the new 


titles on the tables 
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of added display space. These racks actually 
mask a pair of cupboard doors, which, 
opened, reveal spacious bins for reserve 
stock. ‘This feature allows the maximum 
of display space for each title and prevents 
the shop from appearing over-crowded. 

At the rear of the room, just in front 
of a partition that divides the salesroom 
from the office, is a long table set on 
trestles. ‘This carries a complete stock of 
juvenile books, one of the most active 
classes of books in the store. ‘This is a 
grand idea—every title on the table, and 
there are a lot of them, stands out as well 
as if it were completely by itself. Books 
displayed this way look much more invit- 
ing than when they are crowded on a shelf. 

The rental library, an active one, is in 
a rear corner of the shop, right by the 
door into the office. This has many ad- 
vantages. Library customers are exposed 
to the greater part of the shop’s stock on 
their trip from the door to the library 
shelves, and the library records can be kept 
in the office and out of sight. 

The office is a busy place. Here per- 
sonal letters are written to a large list of 
the shop’s friends. Invitations are sent 
out for the exhibitions of prints and etch- 
ings which are held from time to time, 
and for the personal appearance of one or 
another of the Main Line’s many authors. 
Telephone calls are made to the shop’s 
most personal friends. 
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The success of both shops is due i; 
large degree to the fact that a large ; (1. 
centage of the customers are persia] 
friends of the firm and its assistants, peo- 
ple who like to drop in to gossip and smoke 
a cigarette and go out with a book or two 
under their arms. ‘These customers like to 
be called up and told that their favorite 
author’s latest book has just been _pub- 
lished “and shall we bring it along at 
lunch time?” Many of the customers of 
the new shop are employees of the office 
building, of the department store, doctors, 
secretaries, etc., who drop in at noon for 
a chat and a book, bought or rented. 

Sporting books and prints do well in this 
shop which is in one of the oldest and best- 
known fox-hunting districts in the country. 
Exhibitions of prints and etchings, while 
not financially profitable in themselves, 
have set a standard for the shop and have 
brought in many interesting customers. 
Last spring the Ardmore shop exhibited 
pastel portraits and water-color decorations 
by Elinor Blaisdell and etchings by Don- 
ald Kirkpatrick, several times honorably 
mentioned in the Paris Salon. 

In the matter of assistants, the Haver- 
ford store, during its lifetime, has em- 
ployed fifteen different girls. Six were al- 
ready married when they came, six left to 
get married, leaving only three unattached, 
giving the shop a pretty high batting aver- 
age as a stepping stone to matrimony. 


In and Out of the Corner Office

The popula- 
tion of about 150,000 is said to be 100 per 
cent literate, and in Reykjavik, the princ- 
pal city, which has a population of 50,000, 
Mr. Miller says there must be 20 book: 
stores. The Icelanders read very very little 
fiction, but all sorts of non-fiction. ‘The 
books are paper-bound, following _ the 
European custom, but are very well made. 
Publishers have a great interest in art 
books. Mr. Miller told us about the pres 
at Hammerfest, a town just below the 
North Cape, the farthest north of any 
printing establishment. 

In Russia Mr. Miller talked to th 
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head of the book trust at Leningrad. There 
is great publishing activity in Russia now. 
\lost books are published in editions of 
30,000 copies and what books are not sold 
are scrapped. Russian books are manu- 
factured very cheaply on a sort of shiny 
news print. A technical book of the sort 
that is manufactured to sell for $7.00 here 
is sold in Russia cheaply, in a cheap format, 
for 75 cents. Mr. Miller said that he 
went into the House of Books, a bookstore 
in Leningrad on Sunday afternoon and 
found 500 customers waiting to be waited 
on. Books are one of the few things 
which may be bought in Russia without a 
permit, if a man has the money with which 
to buy them. #* * & 

In Carniola, an Austrian province now 
a part of Jugo-Slavia, Louis Adamic has 
found culture the leading industry. In an 
article entitled ““‘Home Again from Amer- 
ica’ in the October number of Harper's 
Magazine he reports: “In Lublyana, a 
small city of 75,000 people, were seven 
large bookshops (as large as most of the 
hardware, dry goods, and drug stores in 
town), three of them more than a hun- 
dred years old. Every year, I learned, the 
bookseller-publishers and the book clubs, of 
which there were eleven, published close to 
one hundred thousand books. Besides, each 
store carried a selection of the latest Ger- 
man, French, Czech, Serbo-Croatian, and 
a tew English and Italian books. The 
publishers did no advertising, for in Slo- 
venia nearly everybody—merchants, peas- 
ants, and intellectuals—bought books any- 
how, or subscribed to book clubs. In 
Lublyana, Stella and I saw young and 
middle-aged peasant women, after selling 
the eggs they had brought in from the coun- 
try, walk into bookstores to buy books.”

Miss Martin’s first thesis was to 
make a comparative study of the efforts 
that have been made to analyze the reading 
habits of children in Europe and America. 
But to evaluate reading habits it was nec- 
essary to study the systems of book distri- 
bution, as availability has so much to do 
with what is read. ‘This led to the coun- 
try-by-country study at the book centers of 
Europe with resulting material which 
should, if published, be extremely valuable 
to the producers of America’s children’s 
books, %

The Trade Is Watching the 
Rental Libraries 


WHAT HAS THE PRESENT season done to 
the rental libraries as a feature of the book 
business? The general report is that the 
demand for books in_ rental libraries 
reached a peak in the Spring and then, 
like other merchandising took a downward 
trend during the summer. Some say that 
this has been more true of the chain libra- 
ries than of the well-established individual 
libraries, and there are cases reported of 
retrenchments where a number of the out- 
lets had to be discontinued because of the 
lessened income, which necessarily de- 
creased the purchasing power of the chain. 
Others say that the increased number of 
remainders used in many libraries have had 
a deadening effect on the circulation as a 
whole. 

A falling off in new fiction sales last 
winter had the effect of throwing into the 
remainder market a great deal of fiction 
which could only be absorbed in quantity 
in some such outlet as rental libraries. 
Some libraries have tried to increase their 
margin by using any type of low cost sub- 
stitute they could get for the regular $2 
or $2.50 fiction. ‘This has perhaps served 
to make a difference between the library 
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giving careful service from current output 
and the impersonal library endeavoring 
only to find any sort of reading matter for 
the customers who come into the store to 
rent books. 

Publishers have been increasingly alert 
to this market and, as its importance was 
recognized, the make-up of books has been 
experimented with; extra jacket designs 
pasted on the fly leaves, blurbs printed on 
the inside of the front cover and short de- 
scriptions stamped on the cloth bindings, 
the latest example of this being E. Bar- 
rington’s “Anne Boleyn,” just published by 
Doubleday. 

To make such special plans for rental 
business means a constant watchfulness of 
the library’s own business habits. Many 
libraries are fastening down the book’s own 
jacket on the book by glued paper used in- 
side the cover, thus getting the sales value 
of the colorful wrapper. Rental libraries 
like for this purpose a varnished cover be- 
cause it retains its attractiveness through 
a number of rentals, which is not the case 
with a half-tone wrapper. 

In selecting fiction, libraries have been 
following successive waves of current in- 
terest; westerns, mysteries, and romance 
such as the novels of Kathleen Norris, 
Temple Bailey or Faith Baldwin are al- 
ways popular. The booktrade is in a 
mood to follow with eagerness any cue to 
a possible sale, and the evolution of the 
library sale may necessitate several new 
steps in the future as the experimentation 
is carried out. 


Can We Make Better Readers? 


THE AMERICAN LIBRARY ASSOCIATION 
has extended its publication list to include 
books of very general interest. One book 
which, if widely circulated, can have a ver) 
salutary influence on increasing the pleas- 
ures and profit from general reading has 
just been issued, ‘““Making the Most ot 
Books‘ by Leal A. Headley. 

The book takes up two themes: a stud) 
of the ways to read; and, a guide to the 
principal sources of reading. No special 
emphasis is laid on the accumulation of 
home libraries, but the arguments for read- 
ing from public libraries would be equ illy 
appropriate for home reading. | 

“The time may come,” says the opening 
chapter, “when _ independent, individual 
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reading will be the typical form of college 
study. From now on, as never before, 
those college students who can read inde- 
pendently, rapidly and understandingly are 
the ones who will succeed in their college 
work and who will profit most by college 
training. ... 

“Don’t think that you are either too 
hopeless or too proficient to try to improve 
your ability to comprehend what you read. 
The extension of one’s vocabulary is one of 
the roads to this proficiency. It has been 
determined that the typical college student 
has a recognition vocabulary of about 
62,000 words. 

“Better comprehension of reading,” the 
author claims, “is gained chiefly by the 
organization of one’s ideas. Marking a 
book helps to follow the writer’s thought 
and to increase the understanding obtained 
from it. Comprehension, too, is increased 
by learning to evaluate as one reads. Chil- 
dren have trouble in reading grown-up 
books not primarily because they cannot 
make out words or sentences. ‘The trouble 
is they cannot put together the larger units 
of presentation. Don’t agree too easily 
with the author. ‘The young reader is 
easily tempted into unreasoned agreement. 
He falls under the spell of black and white. 


“Unfortunately most persons learn to 
read from textbooks. In this respect col- 
lege students are doubly unfortunate. They 
not only learn to read from textbooks but 
later limit their reading almost entirely to 
textbook types of reading. Do you bear 
this textbook handicap? Then read light 
literature. As your time permits read 
stories, magazine stories, love stories, mys- 
tery stories, adventure stories and romance. 


“The average student’s rate of reading 
as quoted from O. H. Werner is 245 
words per minute. Experiments have shown 
that, with a moderate amount of practice, 
speed in reading may be increased from 
50% to 100%. ... 

“Concentration in reading is another 
clement of great importance if one is to 
et the most from books. Concentration is 
« spontaneous reaction of the reader to 
What he reads. Reaction may be mental, 
(may be physical. While you are reading, 

id_as if you were to tell what you read 
eccurately and clearly as possible to an 
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interested friend. Hold yourself erect 
when you read. Don’t hold your head in 
your hand. Never suppose that you can do 
genuine reading while you are relaxed on 
the sofa or in an easy chair. Do not be 
misled by the enticing pictures of high- 
pressure advertising. . .. 

“The reader need not be easily dis- 
tracted. Most distractions should never 
disturb him at all. If there is an interrup- 
tion, accept the interruption at once and 
then return immediately to the reading.” 


How To Know Novels 


IF, AS WAS SAID to us recently, the pub- 
lishers’ knack of writing the brief jacket 
descriptions for books and the ability of the 
bookseller to give an accurate description 
of a book in a few words are arts neces- 
sary to the successful sale of books, then 
booksellers who have the immediate respon- 
sibility for encouraging the sale of books 
by keenly worded descriptions will find 
much to help them in the important new 
revision of Baker’s “Guide to the Best 
Fiction,” very much revised and enlarged 
and published by Macmillan. This is a 
third edition of a work originally published 
In 1903. 

To illustrate the bookseller’s use of such 
a reference book, he may have a request, 
for instance, for the books of Archibald 
Marshall. “Baker” lists the best books of 
Marshall and in fifty to a hundred words 
each, gives an analysis of the plot. Or it 
may be Proust. Here the series, one vol- 
ume at a time, is described in great detail, 
so that the bookseller can get an adequate 
impression of the characteristics of each of 
the series. Or the bookseller might have a 
call for other books by the author of “Cran- 
ford,’ and here a half dozen others are 
described and editions both English and 
American noted. 

All this detail in a quarto volume of 
some 600 pages makes it easy to describe 
to a customer’s satisfaction not only the 
active books, new and old in the English 
language but books in other languages that 
have been made available to us by transla- 
tion. 

Booksellers who that blank 
feeling that comes when the customer asks, 
of an unfamiliar title, “What's that book 
about ?”” will welcome this aid,

Charles Scribner Elected Presi- 
dent of Scribner’s 


CHARLES SCRIBNER was yesterday elected 
president of Charles Scribner’s Sons, the 
third of that name to head the firm 
tounded by his grandfather in 1846. 

He has been vice president for seven 
vears and succeeds his uncle, the late 
Arthur H. Scribner, who died last July. 
During his vice presidency, Scribner’s be- 
came the publishers of F. Scott Fitzgerald, 
Conrad Aiken, Ernest Hemingway, 
Thomas Wolfe, Ring Lardner, Edmund 
Wilson, Winston Churchill, and other 
leading contemporary authors. The Scrib- 
ners have just added James Truslow 
Adams to their editorial staff. 

At the same directors’ meeting yester- 
day Maxwell E. Perkins, editor-in-chief of 
Charles Scribner’s Sons, was elected a vice 
president (Whitney Darrow and E. T. S. 
Lord continue in similar office) and John 
Hall Wheelock, poet and member of the 
Scribner editorial staff. was elected secre- 
tary, to replace Mr. Perkins. 

Charles Scribner’s Sons was founded in 
1546 by Charles Scribner. From the first

After the close of Mr. Scribner’s career 
in 1871, John Blair Scribner, the eldest 
of three sons, continued the business until 
his death, eight years later. Since that 
time the affairs of the company were under 
the direction of the two remaining brothers, 
Charles Scribner and Arthur H. Scribner. 
The former was president until 1928, 
when he became chairman of the board. 
His brother Arthur succeeded to the presi- 
dency, which he held until his death in 
July, 1932. 

After a history of eighty-five years, in 
which expansion and growth have been 
continuous, the Scribner imprint appears on 
an imposing number of publications of the 
first rank, and the activities of the house 
include a retail store, two monthly peri- 
odicals—Scribner’s Magazine and Archt- 
tecture, the importation of foreign books, 
and the manufacture and publication of 
subscription sets, religious, educational, sci- 
entific and all other classes of books. 


To the Fifth Generation 
WILLIAM BrApDFoRD WILEY, a great-great- 
grandson of Charles Wiley, the founder

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Faulty Bookkeeping Aids Failure 
Government Survey Shows 


ONE OF THE greatest causes leading to 
bankruptcy, according to Department of 
Commerce authorities as reported in the 
United States Daily, is the lack of prope: 
business records. In a study of business 
failures in New Jersey it was discovered 
that fewer than half of the firms studied 
whose business life ended in failure had 
kept adequate records of their transactions. 
Among retail merchants, 20.6 per cent 
were found to be without books entirely, 
32.4 per cent had inadequate records and 
47 per cent had adequate bookkeeping sys- 
tems. Restaurants, drug stores, dry goods 
stores, gift shops and garages apparently 
were the most lax in maintaining a sys- 
tem of bookkeeping. 

Another splendid aid to business failure 
was found to be the neglect to keep check 
of stock. 31 per cent of the retailers 
studied admitted that they never took an 
inventory.

Authors Double in Ten Years 
ANOTHER “which came first the chicken or 
the egg’”’ controversy pokes its head out of 
the occupation statistics taken from the 
1930 census and just released by the Gov- 
ernment. It seems that in 1920 6 668 per- 
sons announced to the census-taker that they 
were authors, while in 1930 12,449, or al- 
most twice that number, made the same ad- 
mission. What we are wondering is 
whether there are more books because there 
are more authors, or whether it’s just the 
other way around. We couldn’t find pub- 
lishers listed as such, but there are now 
36 503 retail dealers in books, music, sta- 
tionery and news as compared with 25,369 
in 1920. Out of the 36,000 only 3,594 are 
women. Librarians have jumped from 
15,297 in 1920 to 29 613 in 1931, while 
librarians’ assistants and attendants have 
dropped from 2,279 to 1,265. Mlaybe some 
of them graduated. It is interesting to note 
that for every male librarian there are ten 
female librarians.

In Lime Rock, Litchfield County, is the 
only mill on the Western Hemisphere in 
which paper is made by hand, the only mill 
in the United States in which paper has 
been made by that method. Twenty-five 
vears ago, for want of workmen willing to 
serve the necessary long and laborious ap- 
prenticeship, the last American hand-made 
paper mill folded up. 

The making of paper by hand began in 
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The rag pulp is first beaten to a milky consistency 


Europe in the Twelfth Century, in Italy. 
From there it spread to France and Ger- 
many, then to England. History is vague 
as to the accurate date and origin of the 
craft itself. However, historians have 
pretty generally given credit to the Chinese 
tor the making of the first paper. In 1907, 
English archaeologists found in the Great 
Wall of China sheets of paper, well pre- 
served, and with proof that they were 
made 1000 years before paper appeared in 
mediaeval England. ‘This paper was ex- 
amined microscopically and found to be of 
pure cotton rag. Early Chinese prints 
show us that the method used was practi- 
cally the same as is used for hand-made 
paper today. 

But why hand-made paper today? Be- 
cause of its assured permanency; for, apart 
from the feel, the beauty, the unmistakable 
character of a sheet made by hand, a hand- 
made sheet is chosen because permanency 
is wanted. We would have no history if 
there were no way to preserve records of 
that history in a permanent form. ‘The fact 
that we have history at all proves that 
from the earliest beginnings, man sought to 
record in some permanent way the deeds 
and actions of his time. Babylonian bricks, 
papyrus, parchment, paper, hand-made, 
then by machine. We have as yet no 
means of knowing how long machine paper 
will last. The evidence indicates that much 
of it will suffer early deterioration. 

It was not until the beginning of the 
nineteenth century that a way of making 
paper other than by hand was developed. 


The paper machine was thought out by a 
Frenchman named Robert and developed 
by two Englishmen named Fourdrinier, who 
spent a fortune on their work, to die with- 
out realizing direct benefit. But their work 
was done so well that the main features of 
the machine as worked out by them are 
still in use. 

In 1823 the first paper-making machine 
was brought to this country by Moses 
Beach and set up at Windham, Conn. Mr. 
Beach was owner of the New York Sun, 
and the machine was used in manufactur- 
ing paper for his publication. From then 
on the story of the paper-making machine 
is one of steady development. Some mills 
can put forth 1000 feet of finished paper, 
200 inches wide each minute. 

At Lime Rock, where the making ot 
handmade paper was revived in 1928, they 
are turning it out 2000 sheets a day thirty 
inches by twenty-six, beautiful paper, made 
by families born and bred to the cratt— 
the Robertson and Godding families of 
Maidstone, Kent, England. Robert Rob- 
ertson, the chief of the clan, has indenture 
papers to show that his family has been 
making paper by hand for 200 years. In 
England he learned the delicate craft in 
several famous mills and was secretary 0!

A visit to the mill in Lime Rock is a 
fascinating experience to those in the paper 
or publishing field. In fact the picturesque 
mill has become a little shrine for those in- 
terested in paper-making. 

Why was this mill started? It is well 
recognized that American publishers and 
printers in the last twenty-five years have 
produced beautiful volumes, equal to 
Europe’s best. American designers and 
American craftsmen-printers have to their 
credit works that are of highest artistic 
merit, and these works have been purely 
all-American except when a_ hand-made 
paper has been desired, it has been of ne- 
cessity a foreign made paper. This has 
been somewhat of a handicap for the Amer- 
ican designers, because it is a difficult mat- 
ter to have special papers with special re-

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quirements, made with the source of sup- 
ply so far away. 

It was with this thought in mind, to 
supply to American publishers and printers 
American-made, hand-made papers, that 
small group of men, interested in fine books 
and fine paper and desiring that beautify] 
specimens of American craftsmanship be 
perpetuated on homemade paper, have fin- 
anced this undertaking, and stayed by it 
during these trying years. It is evident 
that their chief return these past few years 
has been chiefly the satisfaction of doing a 
fine thing well. 

New England was chosen as the loca- 
tion of this enterprise, because it is the 
center of fine paper-making in America. 
In searching through New England, Lime 
Rock was found to be an ideal location for 
such a venture, a village nestled in the

available (Ethan Allen was one of the 
original owners), situated on a_ lovely 
mountain stream with a pure water suppl) 
and ample power. ‘There in this old mill 
a visitor can observe today the whole in- 
teresting process of making really beauti- 
ful paper, carried out by English workmen 
with equipment gathered together from old 
mills in England and New England. 

The technique of the craft is fascinating 
to watch. It seems easily and simply done, 
yet it takes years of apprenticeship before 
a workman is able, surely and rhythmically, 
to form on the mould a sheet correspond- 
ing in weight, thickness and form to a 
thousand others that went before and a 
thousand others that follow. 


The method of preparing the rag stock 
is identical with that of preparing an all 
rag stock for paper making. But the 
method of forming the sheet is very differ- 
ent. The tools are two, the mould, a flat, 
rectangular tray or sieve of copper wire as 
fine as gauze, with the watermark “em- 
broidered” on it; and the deckle, a light 
wood and metal frame of four sides whici 
fits exactly over: the edge and around the 
mould. With his thumbs firmly set on the 
removable deckle which is placed like a 
frame on the mould, the vat-man_ lowers 
the tray into the big vat of whirling milk- 
like pulp, sloping it toward him as he does 
so. The movement is beautiful, rhythmi- 
cal. The mould is brought forth with its 
surface covered with the liquid.

simple but studied shakes are made; little 
waves cross the surface of the liquid, first 
in one direction, then another; the water 
escapes through the sieve; and the wet 
sheet of paper-to-be is left on the wire 
gauze. [he whole operation is one requir- 
ing controlled strength and grace. Not 
a superfluous gesture is made. But the 
vat-man knows instinctively to a fractional 
weight the amount of pulp required for 
each sheet of a specified thickness.

The deckle is removed after the sheet 1s 
formed (thus making the “deckle”’ edge 
which people speak of without knowing 
the exact meaning); the next workman, 
called the coucher, deftly presses the mould 
pulp side down on a square of woolen felt, 
it is lifted up skilfully, the sheet remains 
on the felt; another felt is placed on top

of that sheet, 
other dipping on that, and so on, one 
after the other, until a “‘post’’ of 100 sheets 
is finished. ‘The ‘‘post’ is rolled under 
the huge press where a 150 ton pressure 
is applied; then, the water out, each sheet 
is peeled off the felt and hung up to dry. 

‘The sizing in gelatine or pure glue takes 
place next, then the plating or finishing. 

‘That is all. But the visitor to the mill 
has seen one of the oldest and most use 
ful of crafts carried on in the spirit of its 
long history.

old problem of how to get along without 
double columns on a long book of poems. 
Instead, a tall, narrow book of more than 
1100 pages has been made, more attractive 
than it could have been with the double 
columns which have come to be the flag 
of school-house boredom. 

There are too many tricks, though. 
There will always be people, we suppose, 
who are not content to have books be books, 
but who wish to dramatize them into 
something else. “Wee Drappies”’ (Mc- 
Bride) has a nice plaid binding, and a gay 
jacket, but it carries with it a tiny bottle 
as a book-mark. ‘To accommodate this 
within the covers of the book an appropri- 
ately shaped hole has been cut with a die 
through several dozen pages. ‘“‘Anne Bo- 
leyn” (Doubleday) has what appears to be 
another bid for lending library trade in a 
blurb printed in green ink indirectly on the 
backbone of the book itself. If you squint 
your eyes, the type makes a rather nice 
pattern, but we are afraid that if we had 
it on our shelves we might sometimes for- 
get to squint.... 


Bookmaking will no longer be one of 
the Eleusinian mysteries after this fall, if 
the various courses on the subject tell all 
as they threaten to do. Dr. Hellmut Leh- 
mann-Haupt will give a comprehensive one 
at Columbia, and the New School an 
eclectic one under the direction of Ray 
Nash. Dard Hunter threatening to “splash 
on the floor and mess things up generally,”’ 
plans to make some paper on the spot.

Your reviewer has no reason to conceal 

his admiration tor Stanley Morison. To a 

certain extent, his example has determined 

the attitude of this column in dealing with 
new publications in the typographic field. 

It is Morison’s understanding ot both the 

old and the new, of theory and practice, 

which lends a unique effectiveness to his 
writings. A glance over the books and 
articles of the late editor of the Fleuron 
will show this clearly to anyone who under- 
stands the need for spiritual guidance of 
our modern printers and designers. A list 
of Morison’s writings up to 1930 was con- 
tributed by Anna Simons in an article on 
modern English presses in Volume II of 

Imprimatur, page 184 (Hamburg 1931). 

Since then Morison wrote an introduction 

to Ambrose Heal’s “The English Writing 

Masters’ (Cambridge 1931), which was 

reviewed in this column on November 7, 

1931. We said then that Morison’s out- 

line, although primarily concerned with the 

development in England, contained really 

a universal history of handwriting since 

the Renaissance. 

As a hopeless cosmopolitan I wish | 
could say that Morison’s most recent monu- 
mental publication on the physical develop- 
ment of London Journals contained a simi- 
lar fundamental account of newspaper 
typography in general. His genial instinct 





for the unexplored and his keen sense {o; 
the timeliness of a subject have led hii 
upon a path of fruitful discovery. His 
results are as plentiful as his method js 
simple and his argument convincing. 

But why not first dispose of whatever 
criticism) may seem appropriate? For the 
very reason that Morison’s book is the 
first systematic and chronological study of 
Newspaper typography one would have 
welcomed a little less restraint concerning 
the beginning of printed news, and, per- 
haps even more important, in the relation 
of English Newspaper design to the Conti- 
nent, to Holland, Italy, and perhaps Ger- 
many and France. We learn for instance, 
on page 5, that the early Corantos were 
pamphlets of eight pages quarto form and 
that they were succeeded by the single 
sheet “London Gazette.” Does this not 
contradict our old conception of the single 
sheet broadside, the FEinblattdruck, the 
Reformation Flugblatt, the Ballad Sheet, 
as the earliest form of printed news? What 
is more important, one really does miss a 
comparative measuring of the development 
in England and the Continent. Is it at all 
a correct guess that, for instance, English 
Newspaper typography shows modest and 
belated beginnings? Familiarity with [ng- 
lish Printing History and Calligraphy 
might by force of,analogy lead to this con- 
clusion. Do not such early English News- 
papers as the “Corantos” and the “Diur- 
nalls’’ make one curious whether their de- 
sign is as much an importation as their 
name? On the other hand, from what 
point onward and during which periods 1s 
England in the lead? There is undoubt- 
edly more than one chapter of world News- 
paper history in “The English Newspaper, 
only how is one to recognize it. Is tor 
instance the ‘‘London Gazette,” figure 25, 
really the universal European example 
which it looks like? There can be no doubt 
that these restrictions are self-imposed om 
the part of the author. He wanted to write 
nothing but the history of the English 
Newspaper. All we can do therefore, 
to question not his ability, but the suitabil- 
ity of his restrictions.

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Rubber Coated Paper Has Been 
Developed 


RUBBER COATING IS THE latest develop- 
ment in paper making. A subsidiary of 
the United States Rubber Company, the 
Naugatuck Chemical Company, is making 
paper which has been treated with latex, 
the raw material of rubber as it comes from 
the tree, with the claimed result that the 
water content of the sheet is stabilized, 
thus preventing curling, shrinking and ex- 
panding. ‘Then, too, rubber is non-absorb- 
ent, so that a coated paper uses less ink 
and the blacks are deep and even and the 
drying more rapid. ‘The producers also 
claim that some of the flexibility of the 
rubber is transmitted to the paper, thus 
increasing the folding strength.

‘The types de- 
scribed for book use are thirteen in number 
with from one to six sizes of each shown in 
generous display. Of each size type there 
is one page solid matter, one with single 
lead, one with double lead, in each case data 
as to the number of words per page of a 
given number of square inches, the number 
of words per square inch.

MIANY BOOKSELLERS, called upon to rec 
ommend a preservative for leather bind- 
ings have been recommending a formula 
now being marketed under the name of 
“Leather Vita.’ Dauber and Pine report 
sales of this, and Scribner and Brentano 
as well as many others have been using it. 

The formula was formerly marketed by 
Janet C. Lewis, who, finding herself in 
charge of the old architectural library of 
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Richard M. Hunt with many old leather 


bindings that were disintegrating, worked 
out, in connection with English chemists, 
a formula by which to preserve those 
leathers from further disintegration, and 
was so successful in her experiment that 
she set herself up as a “book doctor.” In 
1926 when the great Vollbehr collection of 
incunabula was at the National Arts Club 
she refurbished the whole collection and all 
its bindings to the great satisfaction of Dr. 
Vollbehr. Many of the large public libra- 
ries have tested “Leather Vita” successfully. 

Most leather preservatives have been 
open formulas which the user himself buys 
in separate elements and mixes. Book- 
sellers say that their customers find a 
formula already mixed is more easily usable. 

THE CAMBRIDGE UNIversity Press has 
published a volume, “Dean Swift’s Li- 
brary,” which a student of Swift or a col- 
lector of his writings will regard as a 
treasure. The occasion is the discovery of 
the sales catalog of “The Library of the 
Late Rev. Dr. Swift, Dean of St. Patrick’s, 


Dublin,” which was sold at auction by 
George Faulkner, bookseller, of Essex- 
Street, Dublin, in February, 1746, about 
three-and-a-half months after the Dean’s 


death. ‘The only other copy of this cata- 
log known is that which was used by Sir 
Walter Scott, and which is still in the li- 
brary at Abbotsford. The discovery of a 
second copy induced Harold Williams, the 
author of this volume, to go into the whole 
subject of Swift’s library. The library, 
according to the catalog, contained 657 lots, 
and the analysis and comment of the au- 
thor is of the greatest bookish interest. 


THE LATEST IssUE of the Bulletin of 
the New York Public Library contains in- 
stalments of three serial articles of special 
interest. [hey are the important bibliog- 
raphy of Washington Irving; “French 
Travelers in the United States, 1765- 
1931,’ and “Shorthand Books in the New 
York Public Library.” Collectors of the 
first editions of Irving should make a note 
of this bibliography. Irving was very ac- 
tive in the formation of the Astor Li- 
brary, now a part of the New York Pub- 
lic Library, and the collection of his first 
editions, autograph letters and manuscripts 
preserved here is the most extensive in 
collection or institution,
